After being closed down a day or 
so on account of the severe Weather, 
the Danville tobacco market opened 
this morning wjttl renewed enthu- 
siasm and continued high prices. A 
number of record breaking averages 
were made and enthusiasm prevailed 
among the growers. 

The weed is coming strong from 
all directions, and buyers are bidding 
with more spiritedness than at any 
time in the past. Prices are still 

gradually growing higher. Some old 
rrosen, frost bitten stuff that would 

not have brought a half a cent a 
pound last year brought $14.60 per 
hundred this morning. This indicates 
in a way just what high prices are 
actually being paid. There is much 
tobacco still in the barns, and those 
who have watted will lose nothing if 
they Bell their crops on the Danville 
market, as prices are steadily advanc- 
ing.

One of the members 
should write to the Federal Farm 
Loan Board, Washington, D. CgfOt 
blank articles of association. When 
they have been received, a meetinu of 
the prospective borrowers should be 
railed and these articles ot associa- 
tion sK.uld be adopted, signed and 
acknowledged by each member, hach 
member will indicate the amount he 
wishes to borrow and the value and 
description of the land he WMtM to 
use SI security. 

This association elects live or more 
directors, and these directors then 
,-lcct a president, a vice president, a 
secretary-treasurer and a loan com- 
mittee of three members. 

This is as far as the association can 
go until after the Federal Land Bank 
of that district is established Then 
upon application, the Federal Land 
Bank will furnish the local associa- 
tion with a blank application for 
charter, which should be filled out 
and Sled with the Federal I^ind Bank, 
along with the articles of association. 

These documents should be accom- 
panied bv a written, unanimous re-
